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The compiler of this Book of Chorales and Supplemental Hymns comes 
from a church body, in which, for many years, only chorales were sung in 
the services of worship. When later other hymn books appeared, the con- 
gregations learned to appreciate the many other types of hymns. It is 
evident that all chorales, that had been used, could not be included in the 
newer hymn books. Several denominations, whose members were not well 
acquainted with chorales, did, however, include many of the better known 
ones in their hymnals. We do not expect this book to replace any hymnal 
now in use. It will, however, be suitable for choirs and choral groups, for 
many of these are already using chorales as anthems in the services of 
worship and for special occasions. Some melodies included among the 
chorales can be considered carols or hymns. But they have been long 
associated with chorales and are thus, accepted quite generally by the 
church. In publishing this book, a dream of many years is being realized, 
namely, to have the chorales, even some that are not so well known, pub- 
lished in a single book. The congregation in Indianapolis, Indiana, of 
which the undersigned has been a minister for over thirty-eight years, is 
nobly supporting this effort. 

In compiling these chorales and hymns our main concern has been to 
preserve the melodies, which have become dear to so many. Most of the 
translations convey the thoughts that were expressed and used with the 
melodies for many years. Since it was not possible to find any translation 
for some of the chorales, words of the correct meter were used. Of neces- 
sity, many lovely melodies had to be omitted. The chorales used have, after 
counselling with interested persons, been considered the best known ones. 

In the Supplemental Hymns there are melodies, which have been taken 
from Church School hymnals of years ago. Many are of the semi-chorale 
nature and should also be preserved. Some have already been incorporated 
in our modern hymnals. 

We pray that this book may be a source of great blessing to all who use 
it. "So will I sing praise to Thy name forever." Psalm 61: 8.
